It would be obvious to a person skilled in the art to derive the invention claimed in claim 1 from the antenna 
connection terminal portion of Dl ; it would also be obvious to a person skilled in the art to derive the inventions 
claimed in claims 2 and 3 from the combination of the antenna connection terminal portion of Dl and the soldering 
D2. Therefore, claims 1-3 are considered to lack an inventive step in view of the combination of Dl and D2.
